The statement was co nfirmed 
by Earl Nelso n, Div isio n 11 di­ 
recto r, when he spo ke later be­ 
fo re 55 civ ic and business lead­ 
ers at the Salem Area Cham­ 
ber o f Co mmerce mo nthly lun­ 
cheo n Mo nday no o n at the Lape 
Ho tel. 
The hearing will be the first 
real step the state has taken to ­ 
ward the actual relo catio n o f 
heav ily -trav eled Rt. 6 2 since dis­ 
cussio n was started abo ut 10 
y ears ago . 
Lo zier Caplan, president o f 
the Chamber, po inted o ut that 
despite this mo v e, the Salem 
Chamber has nev er o fficially 
go ne o n reco rd as fav o ring the 
no rtherly path. 
“ The Chamber has alway s fa­ 
v o red a so utherly ro ute and will 
co ntinue to do so ,” 
C ap l an 
said. His statement is in direct 
co ntradictio n to actio n taken by 
the Chamber's Area Highway s 
Co mmitee which passed a jo int 
reso lutio n alo ng with the Allia­ 
nce Chamber Feb. 19 in fav o r o f 
the no rtherly ro ute. 
Path No t Definite 
Newhall said y esterday that 
the hearing o n the no rtherly 
ro ute do es no t necessarily mean 
that it will be the path final­ 
ly taken. “ That is so mething 
that will hav e to be determined 
after the hearing,” he said. 
Geo rge W. Ro gers headed the 
Salem C. o f C. highway s co m­ 
mittee at the Rav enna briefing 
and Harry W. Sny der, the Al­ 
liance delegatio n. 
The hearing will co v er that 
po rtio n fro m Mutt & J eff hill o n 
the present Rt. 6 2, west o f Al­ 
liance, easterly to where it will 
intersect with new Rt. 11 (the 
lakes to riv er ro ad) just no rth­ 
west o f Co lumbiana. 
Hearings hav e already been 
held o n that po rtio n fro m Rt. 4 4 
east o f Canto n, Canto n eastward 
to Mutt & J eff hill and fro m Rt.

Those who hav e been really 
close to James Hoffa know he 
had a master plan which, had 
it su cceed ed , wou ld hav e giv en 
him the great­ 
est concentra­ 
tion 
of com­ 
bined 
labor, 
ind u strial, po­ 
litical and ev ­ 
en 
financial 
power 
ev er 
held 
by 
any 
man 
ex cept 
the 
presid ent 
v ictor Biesei 
of the United 
States. This is the basic mean­ 
ing of the phenomenon of the 
d efiant chief of the giant Team­ 
sters’ Union. 
In his master plan, control of 
the 1.7 million member broth­ 
erhood was merely 
the 
first 
step. Had the plan worked he 
wou ld hav e been the d ominant 
figu re in the nation's d istribu ­ 
tion, 
transportation 
and com­ 
mu nications sy stems. 
He 
planned 
to 
coord inate 
and concentrate collectiv e bar­ 
gaining—in coalition with other 
u nions—in all strategic ind u s­ 
tries. He wou ld hav e slowly 
consolid ated the Teamsters’ pen­ 
sion and welfare fu nd s which in 
a d ecad e wou ld hav e totaled al­ 
most $5 billion. 


AS THE CONSTANT 
center 
of power in v ast labor negotia­ 
tions he wou ld hav e ev entu ally 
hoisted himself into the presi­ 
d ency of the national AFL-CIO. 
Then he wou ld hav e sou ght the 
merger of the major fed eration 
with ind epend ent 
u nions 
now 
totalling 
some 
three 
million 
members. 
All this wou ld hav e been co­ 
ord inated with heav ily financed 
political d riv es aimed at form­ 
ing coalitions with cand id ates 
for the presid ency of the United 
States. 
What are the d etails of this 
master plan? 
The plan piv ots on 
Hoffa’s 
strategy d ev ised to hav e all ex ­ 
piration d ates of labor contracts 
with employ ers in ev ery occu ­ 
pation—in ev ery 
ind u stry , 
in 
ev ery region, across the U.S.— 
ex pire on the same d ay . 
This, if necessary , a general 
strike cou ld be called by a cen­ 
tral committee in which he, as 
the man who d ominates d istri­ 
bu tion 
a n d 
transportation, 
wou ld , of cou rse, be the key 
personality . To su ch a man all 
labor lead ers, ind u strialists and 
political lead ers wou ld hav e to 
look and d efer. 


SUCH A MAN on su ch a pin­ 
nacle of power, whether he be 
Jam es Rid d le Hoffa or some 
new swashbu ckler, wou ld be the 
man who cou ld d ecid e the d ay 
the United States shou ld stand 
still. 
Startling? Yes. Bu t we are 
talking abou t a man who al­ 
read y has challenged ou r entire 
ind u strial and political world . 
How cou ld ev en Hoffa env i­ 
sion 
su ch 
strength? 
Simple. 
Let’s trace it. 
Long before there was a Hoffa 
In the national head lines he be­ 
gan coord inating local city car­ 
tage in his nativ e Michigan so 
that all contracts ex pired 
on 
the same d ay . When he took 
ov er the Teamsters’ presid ency 
in ’58 he set Feb. 1, 19 6 4 as 
the d ead line for the common 
ex piration d ate 
of 
contracts 
cov ering more than 440,000 ov er 
the road and local cartage d riv ­ 
ers employ ed by 16 ,000 firms he 
su cceed ed . The tru ck 
owners 
met his d ead line as they al- 


way s hav e. 
Those close to him say his 
nex t mov e wou ld hav e been— 
and still may be—the setting of 
common ex piration d ates of con­ 
tracts in other sections—known 
as 
“d iv isions” — of the v ast 
Teamsters’ network. 


THEY COVER the d eliv ery of 
all the necessities of life. There 
are 15 su ch “d iv isions,” in ad ­ 
d ition to fou r geographic region­ 
al conferences cu tting 
across 
trad e lines and also nine state 
conferences (some states are 
combined in 
one 
conference 
u nit.) 
There also are combination 
trad e-area d iv isions su ch as the 
Central States Driv ers Cou ncil 
and Mid -States-East Coast Dairy 
Conference. 
What are these conferences 
and d iv isions which are v irtu al­ 
ly u nknown to the pu blic bu t 
which wield su ch great power? 
Here are the fu ll names of 
ju st a few of the trad e sections:

Many an ind iv id u al d oesn’t 
look farther ahead than a few 
weeks or months. Hie politi­ 
cians, therefore, think only in 
terms of what 
the p o p u 1 ar 
mood will be 
at the time of 
t hi s y e a r ’s 
elections. B u t 
bu siness h a s 
to d o l on g - 
planning. Gov ­ 
ernment ou ght 
to d o so, too, 
Dav it LtwrraM b U t somehow 
av oid s it. This is why a 12,- 
000-word ad d ress by Henry H. 
Fowler, u nd ersecretary of the 
Treasu ry , d eliv ered the other 
d ay to the annu al conference of 
the tax ex ecu tiv es institu te, d e­ 
serv es attention as perhaps the 
most 
comprehensiv e 
d efense 
of the ad ministration’s tax pol­ 
icies that has y et been mad e by 
any one. 
Mr. 
Fowler say s that “new 
cu rrents that hav e emerged in 
the last two y ears mark a tu rn­ 
ing point in national tax pol­ 
icy .” He sees thi" as a stim­ 
u lu s to the “ priv ate enterprise 
sector” and emphasizes the role 
of the gov ernment “ in promot­ 
ing max imu m employ ment, pro­ 
d u ction and pu rchasing power” 
as a sequ el to the employ ment 
act of 1946. 
The u nd ersecretary refers cas­ 
u ally to “the d efects that re­ 
main.” He qu otes approv ingly 
from the u tterances of the late 
Presid ent Kenned y and Presi­ 
d ent Johnson concerning their 
“conscientiou s and earnest at­ 
tempts to red u ce gov erment 
ex pend itu res.” 


MR. FOWLER wou ld like to 
hav e the pu blic believ e that the 
new tax law and the changes 
enacted in 1962 on d epreciation 
allowances 
f or 
corporations 
were not intend ed as “qu ickie” 
tax measu res taken on the spu r 
of the moment “ to meet a tem­ 
porary or passing situ ation.” 
He feels ju stified apparently 
in d escribing them as broad - 
gau ged laws d esigned to hav e 
lasting effects. He fails to giv e 
equ al attention to the factors 
in the national economy which 
hav e mad e prev iou s tax rates 
“ too high for healthy economic 
growth.” 
What is ov erlooked is that tax 
rates by themselv es are not the 
primary reason for 
economic 
trou bles. High tax rates in bu si­ 
ness are not hard to take if 
the v olu me of sales is su bstan­ 
tially increased or the profit 
margin is mov ed u p consid ­ 
erably , thu s permitting wage in­ 
creases as prod u ctiv ity is im­ 
prov ed . 
Perhaps most salu tary is the 
u nd ersecretary ’s statement that 
the ad ministration in proposing 
tax changes realized that na­ 
tional growth cannot be achiev ed 
“by a massiv e increase in fed ­ 
eral spend ing well bey ond the 
necessities of mou nting d efense 
and space costs.” 
Bu t, by the same token, it 
may be said by way of warning 
that financial stability will not 
be achiev ed by continu ou s d ef­ 
icits and by a refu sal to face 
u p to the real cau ses of infla­ 
tion, among them the wage and 
price spirals. 
Almost no attention is giv en 
in this ad mirable ad d ress by 
Mr. 
Fowler 
to 
method s of 
achiev ing price 
stability 
and 
stead iness in wage ad ju stments. 
The fed eral gov ernment for po­ 
litical reasons av oid s this kind 
of d iscu ssion, bu t it is the larg­ 
est single factor in forecasting 
accu rately the long-range effects 
of the tax cu t. on bu siness and 
finance. 


INVESTMENT in new plant 
and equ ipment to meet new d e­ 
mand s arising from consu mer 
spend ing can be read ily pred ict­ 
ed as likely to rise bu t the bene­ 
fits can be negated if 
wage 
rates start ru nning away and 
wage costs are materially au g­ 
mented . 
Mr. Fowler speaks of the past 
inability 
of 
bu siness 
to 
in­ 
crease its inv estment in new 
plant or equ ipment and con­ 
ced es that “corporate profits af­ 
ter tax es, ev en after the early 
ex pansion of 19 6 1, remain be­ 
low former lev els as a per cent 
of inv estment capital, of sales, 
or of the corporate portion of 
ou r gross national prod u ct.” 
Althou gh Mr. Fowler d oesn’t 
spell them ou t, he d eclares that 
tax policy mu st be related “ to 
other instru ments to meet the 
ev er-changing 
cond iions 
that 
will affect a free economy in the 
ty pe of open world in which we 
liv e.” He is v ery general in his 
d iscu ssion of “ monetary 
and 
d ebt 
management 
policies,” 
which are ind eed v itally affected 
by the international 
flow of 
good s and money . He recogniz­ 
es, incid entally , that u nemploy ­ 
ment has not been cu red and 
that, with the growth of popu la­ 
tion there will be need for more 
job creation. 


THE UNDERSECRETARY is 
enthu siastic in his belief that 
the new tax laws “hav e alread y 


prov id ed an important psy chol­ 
ogical thru st” bu t ad d s real­ 
istically that “a healthy econ­ 
omy recov ery and growth d e­ 
pend s heav ily u pon the confi­ 
d ence, initiativ e, incentiv e, op­ 
timism and ind u stry of the pri­ 
v ate citizen and 
the 
priv ate 
bu siness sector.”

and the wine is $6 a bottle. 
So my advice to you is—if you 
are coming to see the sights at 
the fair—ask a stranger just 
leaving town where’s the best 
place to eat. All a New Yorker 
will give you is a helpless look 
or some double-talk. 
On the other hand, if you are 
simply looking for ordinary fod­ 
der, come to me. I’m your man. 
After

years

eating 
around in Manhattan, I can 
steer you to an all-night drug­ 
store where they serve as good 
a peanut butter and jelly sand­ 
wich as you can buy in your 
own home town. 
I can recommend the canned 
salmon too. It comes all the 
way from Alaska.

N e w Figures 
Show Jobless 
Rate Higher 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Labor Department for the first 
time has pu blished figu res indi­ 
cating that total u nemploy ment 
may be far higher than the 4.5 
million persons shown in latest 
official statistics. 
The new figu res, presented to 
Congress along with President 
Johnson’s report on manpower, 
inclu de persons “not in the la­ 
bor force" in addition to the 
jobless. 
“It is the first su ch set of fig­ 
u res we hav e been able to get 
u p,” said Secretary of Labor W 
Willard Wirtz. 
Union officials for some time 
hav e contended that federal fig­ 
u res do not measu re the tru e 
ex tent 
of 
u nemploy ment 
be­ 
cau se they list only those activ e­ 
ly seeking work. 
Union spokesmen hav e esti­ 
mated that the real u nemploy ­ 
ment total may be close to dou ­ 
ble the official federal figu re, 
when taking into accou nt part 
time work by those who want 
fu ll-time jobs, and discou raged 
persons who hav e giv en u p the 
searcn for work and do not ev en 
show u p in the statistics. 
While the new Labor Depart­ 
ment figu res are incomplete, 
they giv e an inkling of the sit­ 
u ation. They also show that per­ 
sons with the least edu cation 
are most heav ily represented in 
the u nemploy ed or “not in die 
labor force” categories. 
The figu res show that among 
white men aged 45 to 54 with 
lou r y ears or less of edu cation, 
221 ou t of ev ery 1,000 are not 
working. Of these, 84 are listed 
as u nemploy ed and 137 as not 
in the labor force. 
Among those with college de­ 
grees, the corresponding figu re 
shrinks to 39 who are not work 
ing, inclu ding 10 u nemploy ed 
and 29 not in the labor force. 
Wirtz said no breakdown is 
av ailable on reasons for those 
not in the labor force. Some, for 
instance, 
may 
be 
wealthy 
enou gh not to work.

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) - New, 
Hampshire 
voters

piece into the big Republican 
puzzle today. 
A trickle of votes from Dix- 
ville Notch, a hamlet near the 
Canadian border, began the tide 
that will shape the battle for the 
GOP nomination to oppose Pres­ 
ident Johnson next November. 
Nine voters in Dixville Notch 
registered three write-in votes 
for Henry Cabot Lodge, Repub­ 
lican vice presidential nominee 
in 1960; three write-ins for for­ 
mer Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, who headed the GOP 
ticket four years ago; two bal­ 
lots for New York Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller and one for Ari­ 
zona Sen. Barry Coldwater. 
Voters there cast their ballots 
moments after Monday mid­ 
night to accommodate reporters 
and television cameras. 
Elsewhere in the state, be­ 
tween 90,000 and 100,000 Repub­ 
licans were expected to head for 
the polls despite adverse weath­ 
er conditions — wind, rain and 
snow. 
Polling hours vary, with an 8 
p.m. deadline. 
Coldwater and Rockefeller — 
the big two of the early cam­ 
paign — faced a potentially po­ 
tent question mark candidate in 
Lodge. 
Lodge’s name was not on the 
ballot, but pollsters predicted a 
substantial write-in for the U.S. 
ambassador to South Viet Nam. 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine, former Minnesota Gov. 
Harold E. Stassen and Nashua 
accountant 
Norman 
Lepage 
rounded out the list of declared 
candidates. 
There also was an organ - 
ized drive for Nixon, who was 
expected to receive a substan­ 
tial number of votes. 
New Hampshire voters chose 
delegates to the national con­ 
vention next summer as w ell- 


14 Republicans and 17 Demo­ 
crats. 
While there were no names on 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
preference ballot, there was a 
write-in drive to promote Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy for the 
vice presidential nomination. 
Gov. John W. King of New 
Hampshire said he would write 
iii Kennedy’s name after filling 
in Johnson’s name for his choice 
for the presidential nomination. 
“New Hampshire Democrats 
warn to express their feeling for
